Dear Mr, Boutin: 

I mike reference to the letter of September 29, 1959, addressed to the 
Director of Central Inte lligence from the Honorable FrsnfcUn Floete, and to 
the reply of October 28, 1939, sent to the Honorable Franklin Floete from 
the Director of Central Intelligence . Tim correspondence relates to the agree- 
matt of our Agencies with regard to the operation, maintenance, protection, 
repair and other services for our Headquarters Building at Langley, Virginia. 

Because of the recent completion of our parking facilities, I now wish to 
request that General Services Administration "Rules and Regul ation s Govern- 
ing Public Buildings and Grounds” (Section 201.00, Chapter VUJ, Title 2, Real 
Property Management, Regulations of the General Services Administration) 
be extended to our site at Langley, Virginia, so that appropriate Federal 
authority exists for the enforcement of parking rules and regulations. Arrange - 
meats have been made to have Mr. Stanley King, United States Commissioner, 
provide hearings of cases Involving violations at our building. 

Attached hereto are the proposed parking regulations, which we feel are 
most suitable to our needs. Would you please arrange far their publication 
In the Federal Register as soon as conveniently appropriate. 

It is my further desire to reserve die discretionary right to suspend or 
eaneei the enforcement provisions in certain individual cases where security 
requirements may so dictate. 

1 request that your Administration obtain such attniM i appropria- 

tions as may be required to fully cover the cost of all activities involved in 
die enforcement of dm parking rules re gulation s .

FOREWORD 


The following regulations apply to the par Icing of vehicles at the new 
Headquarters Building area. They are developed for Office of Security use 
in negotiating and effecting lav enforcement arrangements with the General 
Services Adteinist ratine (GSA ) , other interested agencies , and the United 
States Ccranisaionex. The format employed follows generally that used fey 
the GSA at other goverziaenta.1 parking facilities in the metropolitan area. 
It has hean modified slightly to satisfy the Agency's requirement .

Hie following regulations apply to tbs p arki n g of watedLelas la the 
Looglay area.:

The pewit la transferable only la the ewe 
of oar pools, or on a taapormiy basis to others durian: periods when 
the pewit holder plans to be tanpecarlly absent . 

b. So puking pewit is required to park la sections identi- 
fied by posted aligns for visitors.* Parking in sections for vis- 
itors shall not exseed the tine Halt of 3 hours, indieatad by 
posted signs at these locations, except by s p e cia l pansies! oe of 
the police officer cr duty. Occupants of tha buiMiag being vis- 
ited aw responsible far arranging with police officers on duty 
or tha Captain of the Guard extension* of tine for visitors 1 pac- 
ing. Police officers will be i nst r u cted to honor all auseh requests. 
Occupants of the Tanglay building are prohibited froa parking la 
then® sections.

Fairfax County, Virginia; and Public lav Bo. 966, 60th Congress, approved 
1 June 1948 (40 VSC 318), and the Federal Property and Administrative 
Services Act of 1949 (63 Stat. 377) as amended,, as a supplement to the 
'Pules and Ragulat lease Governing Public Buildings and Grounds ", approved 
by the Administrator of General Services, 23 August 1956, 44 CPfi 100. 1-13 
(21 F. R. 6488).
